The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In consideration of 
the Examiner's amendment above and in reconsideration of the prior office actions and 
responses thereto, the claimed invention is neither expressly disclosed nor suggested by the prior 
art. The prior art does not disclose or make obvious a method where the therapeutically effective 
amount of at least 90% pure arsenic trioxide produces a lower peak plasma concentration with 
less prolongation of the QT interval and ventricular tachycardia than observed when the same 
amount of arsenic trioxide is administered intravenously as the same is unexpected in the art. 
See Remarks (5/15/2008), page 8, Remarks (11/28/2007), page. 8, Declaration (5/15/2008), page 
1, paragraph 2, page 5, paragraph 6. Further, it is unexpected that orally administrated arsenic 
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trioxide will not cause the prolonged QT interval and ventricular tachycardia in light of the same 
seen in patients given IV arsenic trioxide. See also Declaration (5/15/2008), Pages 2-6, 
paragraphs 3-6.
